Michel Blais and Linda Macpherson captured top honors tonight at the Fourth 
Annual Concordia Athletic Awards Night. 


Blais, a veteran defenceman joins former hockey stars such as Jim Corsi, 
Bernie Wolfe and Glen Tomalty in gaining the school's most prestigious 
Athletic Award, the Gill Award for the male "Athlete of the year". 

Mighty Michel reached stardom through hard work in Coach Paul Arsenault's 
highly successful varsity hockey program. He copped off a brilliant four- 
year collegiate career this season as he received All-Canadian honors, as 
well as the Quebec University Athletic Association's All-Star selection. 
Tne 6'0 defenceman will add to those honored this spring when he receives 
a Bachelor of Commerce degree. Michel scored 16 goals - 35 assists for 

51 points this season for the Stingers. 


Macpherson, the sparkplug for the varsity female cagers was named female 
"Athlete of the Year" winning the Sally Kemp Award. The 5'6 guard was 
selected as an All-Star for the second consecutive season by the Quebec 
University Athletic Association. Linda, a second year Recreation student 
averaged 13.2 points and 3.8 assists a game. The Pointe Claire native 
formerly played for the Quebec Elite team, the John Abbott Islanders and 
the Bishop's Gaiters. 


Forward, Doug Feasby was named "Freshman Male Athlete of the Year". Feasby, 
a transfer student from Union College, New York, was voted the hockey 
team's "Rookie of the Year". The Stouffville, Ontario native scored 38 
points on 17 goals and 21 assists this season.
